Glyn Jones, ehief exeeutive offi- 
eer of airport owners Stobart 
Aviation, said; “We eurrently serve 
over one million passengers a year 
and more and more people are real¬ 
ising that Southend offers them a 
better way to travel. 

“This development is all about 
ensuring we maintain the highest 
levels of eustomer experienee and 
ensuring we are able to eomply 
with new regulations. 

“The airport was designed to 
deliver the best possible passenger 
experienee; this

A planning applieation has been 
submitted to Roehford Distriet 
Couneil to extend the terminal 
building. The projeet has two ele¬ 
ments. An extension to the south¬ 
ern end of the 


terminal building housing new 
baggage sortation and sereening 
systems. This will enable equip¬ 
ment to be installed, ensuring the 
airport meets fortheoming 
European hold baggage seeurity 
sereening standard, whieh eomes

An extension to the northern end 
of the terminal improving baggage 
reelaim faeilities. 

The existing arrivals baggage 
area will be replaeed with a spa- 
eious area offering improved and 
more flexible reelaim faeilities for 
arriving passengers. 

Both extensions are single storey. 
If planning permission is granted, 
the eonstruetion is expeeted to start 
early next year. This will allow 
both seetions to be open before the 
summer peak, minimising any pas¬ 
senger disruption.

‘Frenzied’ Kursaal stabber 
given a nine-year sentence 


A MAN has been 
jailed for nine years 
for stabbing a teenager 
in Southend. 

The victim, an 18 
year-old man, had 
been at an event at The 
Kursaal on Friday, 
April 14 with a group 
of friends. 

At around lam on 
Saturday, April 15, a 
fight involving a large 
number of people 
broke out on a landing 
area outside the func¬ 
tion room, during 
which the victim was 
stabbed several times 
by Nes Kisoka. 

The victim was 
stabbed 14 times. His 


injuries included a col¬ 
lapsed lung, and he 
spent nine days in hos¬ 
pital. 

Kisoka left the scene 
immediately after the 
stabbing, but was 
arrested at the junction 
of Honiton Road and 
Woodgrange Avenue 
at around 1.30am. 

He was charged with 
GBH and possession 
of an offensive 
weapon in a public 
place. 

At Basildon Crown 
Court on September 
26, Kisoka admitted 
the charges. 

At the same court on 
October 5, Kisoka, 19, 



of Eastern Esplanade, 
Southend was jailed 
for nine years. 

Detective Sergeant 
Rachel Jeffery, from 
Southend CID, said: 
“This was a frenzied 
attack at a busy party. 

“It is galling that 
Nes Kisoka was so 
comfortable using this 
level of violence - the 
results could have 
been much worse. 

“The victim suffered 
several stab wounds 
and had to spend a sig¬ 
nificant amount of 
time in hospital. 

“I hope IGsoka uses 
his time in prison to 
consider the conse¬ 


quences of his actions. 

“I hope this sentence 
comes as some 
solace.” 

DS Jeffery went on 
to praise the courage 
of the victim through¬ 
out the investigation. 

Detective Inspector 
Chris Rose from 
Southend CID said: “I 
want to praise the hard 
work of all the officers 
involved in this inves¬ 
tigation. 

“Their tenacity 
helped bring Kisoka to 
justice. 

“This was a terrify¬ 
ing incident and I 
praise the bravery of 
the victim.”

Red faces for fire crew 

# A FIRE crew has been suspended from 
community work after a firefighter wrapped 
a colleague’s two children in cling film. 

The incident two weeks ago was caught on 
camera at a fire station in Southend and 
posted on Facehook by the children’s mother. 
She wrote that it was a joke and that the 
youngsters had enjoyed it. 

Essex Fire Service is investigating and the 
watch has been put on “core duties only” - 
meaning it can’t carry out community work. 
Chief fire officer Adam Eckley said stations 
“must exemplify professionalism”. 

He added: “The photos we have seen have 
raised concerns. A thorough investigation 
and process has now started. The firefighters 
involved are embarrassed and regretful of 
how this event has been interpreted.”

Essex Police confirmed they had received 
reports that a woman was raped in Lucy 
Road, Southend.

She is now being supported by specialist 
officers.” 

The spokesman confirmed that police are 
carrying out forensic examinations at the 
scene and reviewing CCTV footage.

Drivers ignore 
seatbelt rules 



A TRAFFIC operation held in 
Southend on Monday caught 76 
drivers driving without a seat- 
belt. 

Officers from the Casualty 
Reduction Section held a dedi¬ 
cated operation on London 
Road, Southend on October 2, 
to help to reduce those killed 
and seriously injured on our 
roads by using a combination of 
engagement and enforcement. 

Throughout the operation, 76 
drivers were dealt with for fail¬ 
ing to wear a seatbelt while dri¬ 
ving and 10 drivers were found 
to be driving using their 
mobile phone. 

Two people were 
arrested during the 
operation. 

A 37-year-old woman 
of no fixed address was 
arrested on suspicion of 
failing to appear at 
court and a 19-year-old 
man from Westcliff was 
arrested on suspicion of 
failing to stop for 
police, dangerous dri¬ 
ving, driving without a 
valid licence, driving 
without valid insurance, 
dwelling burglary and 
theft of a motor vehicle. 

He was charged for 
failing to stop for police 
when directed, driving 


without insurance and danger¬ 
ous driving. He will appear at 
Basildon Magistrates’ Court on 
October 17. 

Another driver failed to stop 
for police and a short pursuit 
took place. 

The pursuit was halted after a 
young child was seen in the 
vehicle. Enquiries are ongoing 
to locate the driver. 

Four drivers were driving 
without valid insurance and 
had their cars seized and three 
were speeding. Two cyclists 
received tickets after they 


jumped a red light on the A13. 

Matt Hine, operational task¬ 
ing supervisor at the casualty 
reduction section, said: “Our 
traffic operations help to keep 
Essex roads safe by targeting 
those who pose a risk to other 
road users. 

“However, in a lot of cases, 
motoring offences will uncover 
more serious crimes. 

“This operation demonstrates 
how the use of stop searches 
and automatic number plate 
recognition can assist us in 
bringing offenders to justice.”

British beauty with Italian style 


By Ian Johnson 


SOME of the most elegant cars in 
Britain’s long history of automotive 
manufacture were turned out in 
the 1960s. And that bastion of 
conservative design, Austin built 
one of the best. 

In 1961 the BMC Group unveiled 
the A60 Cambridge, an updated 
version of the previous Cambridge 
model, which looked much better. 

An important feature was a new 
1.6-litre version of the B-Series 
straight-four engine which was 
famous for its use in the MGA. 

Although by modern standards 
power was not earth-shattering at 
61 bhp, the car had enough on tap 
to make driving pleasant and the 
revitalised Cambridge became a 
star of the driveways of Middle 
England and far beyond. 

What made this car such a 
winner was its styling which had 
the magic touch of Italian stylist 
Pininfarina. 

The so-called Farina range of 
cars produced by BMC, including 
Morris, Riley and Wolseley variants 
were a great change from the 
American looks that had crept in 
to marques like Vauxhall. 



Reduced size rear fins toned 
down the Italian flourish but the 
car was undeniably a good looker. 

It was a true five-seater and 
featured an enormous boot. 

An estate version bearing the 
familiar Countryman name was 
both practical and very attractive. 

There was even a diesel option 
on offer in 1962 - a hint of things 
to come. 

The Cambridge sold well with 
276,534 being built before 
production finally ended in 1969. 

It was originally intended that 
this car was to be replaced by the 
rather strange front-wheel-drive 
Austin 1800 of 1964, but it 
remained popular and production 
continued until 1969. 

Neither the 1800 nor the later 
Austin Maxi had the elegance of 
this model. It still draws admiring 
glances and remains a British 
beauty in the hands of many 
dedicated restorers who can enjoy 
its 80mph top speed and maybe a 
quiet relax as it saunters its way to 
60mph in 19 seconds. 

In its day, the Cambridge would 
have cost £883 and stands proud 
as being a car that was really 
worth the money.
